of the Preſs is at all times one of the preateſt reſtraints 


on oppreſſion. I do not'publiſh this account of the 


proceedings, ſubſequent to the declaration of the Maſter, 
by which I was robbed of an income of a hundred and 


fifty pounds a year, and deprived of an honourable em- 


ployment, in order to excite the compaſſion of my coun- 
trymen, but to ſhew them, that being a determined ene- 
my to eccleſiaſtical tyranny I would not for a moment 


give way to arbitrary power, nor acknowledge a right 
in any man to prevent me from ſpeaking my ſentiments 

| freely: a right which an Engliſhman claims, whether 
Jeſus be or be not God, or even whether he be or be not 
the Meſſiah. 


I THINK myſelf unjuſtly treated on two accounts:

Now it cannot be ſuppoſed, that the Author of this Sta- 
tute. ſhould take ſo much care both of the Student and 
of the College at the time of admiſſion, and intend to 
leave both of them afterwards to the mercy of the Cura- 


tor. As long as the Student continues in ſtatu pupillari, 


ſo long the exigency of the Statute requires, that he 


ſhould have · Curatorem, virum diſcretum, for the be · 


nefit -and- ſecurity both of himſelf and of the College. 


But the Maſter may eaſily he miſtaken in his firſt judge- 
ment; the Curator may become negligent in his care of 


the Student, as Tutor, or in his payments to the College, 
as Sponſor, or even incapable of diſcharging his duty in 
both capacities. In any of theſe caſes, to hom is the 
Student or the College to look for redreſs, except to the 
Maſter; to whoſe diſeretion the appointment of the Cu- 


_ rator is given by the Statute, and who'ts therefore conſti- 
tuted the ſole judge of his fitneſs or unfitnefs for the office. 


It is not pretended, that any other perfon, or - perfons 
have a ſtatutable right to interfere in this buſineſs; and 
therefore if the Maſter has no controul over him, the Cu- 


rator may be either wilfully negligent, or accidentally in-

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By the ſeventeenth Chapter of the Statutes, (*) intitled 
De divinis officiis,” all the Members of the College are 
required to attend the College Chapel at ſtated times, and 
to join in the celebration of divine ſervice . juxta uſum 
eccleſiæ Anglicanæ. If it ſhould be ſaid, that the 
Church of England is a very different thing now from 
what it was before the Reformation, when Biſhop Welt 
gave us his Statutes ; it will be ſufficient to obſerve, in 
anſwer to this objection, that Queen Elizabeth's Viſitors - 
certainly reviſed, and enlarged, and thereby gave a new 
and additional authority to Biſhop Weſt's Statutes ; and 
therefore the words * divina officia juxta uſum ecclefiz 
Anglicanæ in this Statute muſt mow be underſtood: to 
enjoin the uſe of the Liturgy of the Church of England, 
as it was then by law eſtabliſhed, which does not mate- 
rially differ, either in doctrine or practice, from the pre- 
ſent eſtabliſhed Liturgy. In a Seminary, thus evidently 
- defigned for the education of Members of the Church of 
England only; as the Maſter could not conſcientiouſly. 
commit the younger Students, at the time of their admiſ- 
ſion, to the Tuition and government of a perſon, whom 
he knew to be diſaffected to the Church of England; ſo 
he thought it his duty likewiſe to remove Mr. Frend from 
the tuition of ſuch as had been already admitted under 
him: Mr. Frend having profeſſed, and publickly . declar- 
ed” (+) his diſbelief of many of the articles and doctrines 
of the Church of England; and that there are many parts 

of its Litorgy, to which he has en objections,

WHEREAS I, WILLIAM FRN, did at ſeveral 
times, within the Years 1780 and 1784, ſubſcribe to the 
Articles and Doctrines of the Church of England, as by 
law eſtabliſhed, being now convinced, by an attentive 
ſtudy of the holy Scriptures, that many things, contained 
in the ſaid Articles, have no foundation whatever in the 
holy Scriptures, I do hereby declare my diſbelief of the 
faid Articles and Doctrines, particularly of the ſecond, 
the filth, and the eighth Articles of that Summary .of 
Faith, commonly called the Thirty-nine Articles : and 
whereas from November 1780 till June 1787, I did offi- 
ciate asa Miniſter of the Church of England, I do more- 
over declare that there are many parts of its Liturgy, to 


which I have inſuperable objections, particularly to the 


prayers addreſſed to Jeſus Chriſt, and to the Trinity. 
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To the Honourable and Right Reverend JAMES Lozp 
Bisnor of El v, Viſitor of Jeſus College in the | 
Univerſity of Cambridge, the Reply of WII LIAN 
FxenD, M.A. Fellow and Tutor of the ſaid Col- |

LATELY ſubmitted to your Lordſhip 's determina- 
tion the following queſtion; (Whether the power 
given by the words of the Statute to the Maſter, or in 
his abſence to the Preſident, of aſſigning a Tutor to 
young perſons admitted into the College, be limited to 
the time of their admiſſion ; or may, with reſpect to the 
| fame perſons, be exerciſed, as often as the Maſter or 
Preſident ſhall think fit?” at the ſame time humbly ſug- 
geſting my reaſons for thinking, that the power conveyed 
by them to the Maſter was limited to the time of ad- 
miſſion

miſſion. Theſe reaſons were, Firſt, the. words them- 
ſelves; © Proviſo ſemper quod ſi Commenſalis ad comi- 
nas admiſſus vigeſimum annum non attigerit, habeat 
curatorem virum diſcretum, arbitrio Magiſtri vel in ejus 
abſentia Præſidentis aſſignandum, qui moribus et gu- 
bernationi perſonz præſit, et pro eodem ſecundum for- 
mam Statutorum in omnibus reſpondeat: Secondly, the 
title of the Chapter from whence they are taken ; « De 
admiſſione Commenſalium ſive perendinantium:” Third- 
ly. the inconvenience likely to ariſe from the exerciſe of 
the ſame power, by the Maſter and Preſident, or other 
repreſentative of the Maſter, who might be diſpoſed to 
think differently of the fitneſs or unfitneſs of the ſame 
perſon, and thereby the Tuition become liable to ſudden 
and frequent changes. 


Tuts queſtion has been ſince ſtated to your Lordſhip | 
by the Maſter more generally in the following terms; 
Whether the Maſter has a diſcretionary power of re- 
moving a Tutor from his office, whenever the welfare of 
the College ſhall appear to him to require ſuch removal ? 
But, as the point in diſpute between the Maſter and me 
concerns the power of the Maſter, and not the rule by 
which the exerciſe of it ſhould be directed, the limita- 
tion added by him feems to be unneceſſary. And if a 
_ Giſcretionary power ſhould be allowed by your Lordſhip - 
ſome future Maſter or Preſident may perhaps think 
themſelves juſtified in removing a Tutor, ſhould ſuch re- 
moval appear to him only conſiſtent with the welfare of 


the College, though he could not pretend, that the wel. 
fare of 0 College required it. 
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, ALTHOUGH the Maſter, in the paper containing the 
nomination of Mr. Newton to the office of Lutor, 
which by his order was affixed in different parts of the 
College, referred only to thoſe words in the Statutes, 
concerning the meaning of which your Lordſhip's judge- 


ment hath been requeſted; he now founds his pretenſi- 


ons on all thoſe Statutes, in which the authority and 
powers of the Maſter are mentioned; as well as on the 
words firſt alledged by him. In what manner and with 
what propriety I ſhall proceed to ſhew ; after obſerving 
only, that the Maſter appears to be miſtaken in aſſerting, 
that the queſtion was ſtated. by me * to depend entirely 
on the conſtruction of the words quoted by him in 
the paper before- mentioned; and that I had repreſent- 
ed it as his opinion, that «they contained the only 
ground of his claim to the power in queſtion.” "The 
words in the Appeal are, «the Maſter conceives himſelf 
to have the power of removing a Tutor however ſtatuta- 
bly appointed, in virtue of certain words taken from the 
32d Chapter of the Statutes, intitled, « De admiſſione 
Commenſalium five perindinantium, quoted by him for 
that purpoſe,” It is not ſaid, in virtue of thoſe words 
only. But, as the words quoted by him were the only 
ground, on which the claim was then built, they formed 
at that time the only one, that I could either attempt to 
invalidate myſelf, or ſubmit to the judgement of your 
Lordſhip. 7 


Tre manner in which the Maſter argues in ſupport of 
the power claimed by him (thereby acknowledging it 
not to be expreſoly given to him) is by inference from 

| the

the reaſon of the proviſion at the end of the 32d Chap- 
ter; the deſign of which, as it is juſtly ſtated by the Maſ- 
ter, is in the firſt place to * ſecure to the younger Stu- 
dents, that care of their perſons and morals, which they 
ſtand ſo much in need of; and in the ſecond to ſecure to 
the College the payment of ſeveral ſums, to which they 
are made liable by Statute.” But it cannot, he ſays, be 
Tuppoſed, that the author of the Statute ſhould take fo 
much care of the Student and College at the time of ad- 
miſſion, and intend to leave both of them afterwards to 
the mercy of the Curator; neither is the ſuppoſition of 
ſuch an intention at all conſequent upon the denial of 
the Maſter's power. Should the Maſter be miſtaken in 
his firſt judgement, and the Curator become negligent 
in the care of the Student as Tutor, or in his payments 
to the College as Sponſor, or even incapable of diſcharg- 
ing his duty in both capacities application may. be made 
in the firſt place to the Viſitor of the College, in whom 
is veſted every power neceſſary to its welfare in every 
inſtance, over and above ſuch as are expreſsly given to 
the Maſter or any other Officer, and to whom all are ac- 
countable for the exerciſe of the power they poſſeſs, 
And therefore, though it is not pretended, that any other 
perſon or perſons being members of the College have a 
ſtatutable right to interfere in this buſineſs, and though 
the Maſter ſhould have no controul over the Curator, he 
cannot be either wilfully negligent or accidentally inca- 
pable of the duties of his office, and yet the College and 
the Student be left without a remedy. | 
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In caſe either of negligence or incapacity the Maſter 
aſks, to whom is the Student or College to apply for re- 
dreſs, except to the Maſter: to whoſe diſcretion the ap- 
pointment of the Curator is given by the Statute, and 
who is therefore conſtituted the ſole judge of his fitneſs 
or unfitneſs for the office? and the anſwer hath been al- 
ready given: to your Lordſhip; as Viſitor of the College. 
And in ſupport of that anſwer, it may be obſerved, that 
a diſcretionary power of appointing an officer in any So- 
ciety by no means neceſſarily involves in it the power of 
removing him. The King is made by law the ſole judge 
of the fitneſs or unfitneſs of the perſons, appointed to 
preſide in the principal courts of the kingdom; but he 
has not the power of removing them at diſcretion from 
their office, though the welfare of the * ſhould 


appear to him, to require ſuch removal. 


Bor the power contended for by the Maſter and de- 
rived, as he ſuppoſes, by neceſſary inference from the 
words and purport (or rather the reaſon and purport) of 
the proviſion in the 32d Chapter of the Statute, ſeems 
alſo, he fays, to be clearly given to him by other Sta- 


| tutes. All that is really given to him by thoſe Statutes 


is the general ſuperintendence and government of the 
whole College, with, a power of puniſhing the exceſſes 
and irregularities of its members, under the obligation of 
a particular oath, taken by him before his induQion. 


- And as the power of removing a Tutor from his office 
Was contended for by him under the former head, in the 


way of inference from the reaſon and deſign of the pro- 


viſion in the 32d LInERy? of the Statutes, ſo it can only 
be 


_ 

be now contended for by him, in the way of inference 
from the general duty impoſed on him by the Statutes, 
to which he refers ; and that only by ſuppoſing that the 
power of puniſhing and correcting given to him is a 
power of puniſhing and correcting, where the Statutes 
are totally ſilent, with reſpect both to the offence and 
the puniſhment: the proof of which depends entirely on 
a diſtinction made between a power of puniſhing ſecun- 
dum formam Statutorum, and the power of puniſhing 
juxta exigentiam eorundem. A diſtinction plainly with- 
out a difference. The meaning of the words ſecundura 
formam Statutorum is not queſtioned, and the meaning 
of the terms juxta exigentiam Statutorum, when applied 
to the power of puniſhing, can only mean a power of 
inflicting ſuch puniſhments, as the Statutes demand, and 
conſequently on ſuch offences as are ſpecified in them. 
On any other ſuppoſition there would be no correſpon= 
dence between the form of the oath taken by the Maſter, 
and the duty impoſed which it is deſigned to inforce. 
The latter is deſcribed to be the duty of puniſhing ſecun- 
dum formam Statutorum, and the former obliges him to 
the performance of that duty, by puniſhing j juxta exigen- 
tiam Statutorum. Had the Statutes any where given to 
the Maſter the power of puniſhing juxta exigentiam rei, 
or according to the exigency of the caſe, the power con- 
tended for might perhaps have been allowed to be _—_ 
inferred from it. 


Bur that no ſuch power really belongs to the Maſter, 
may be briefly demonſtrated in the following manner. 
The Maſter's power of puniſhing a Fellow of the Col- 


lege 
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lege muſt be limited by the obligation of the Fellow to 


ſubmit to it ; but the obligation of a Fellow to ſubmit to 


any puniſhment whatever ariſes from the oath, taken by 
him before his admiſſion, which requires him, to ſubmit 


only to ſuch puniſhments, as the Statutes preſcribe. The 


words of the oath referred to are; . Singula Statuta et ordi- 


nationes hujus Collegii abſque omni cavillatione aut mala 


vel ſiniſtra interpretatione, quatenus ipſa me concernunt, 
inviolabiliter tenebo et obſervabo, et, quantum in me

As, as the Maſter ſcems to derive hls power of re- 
moving a Tutor, as well from his having regimen et gu- 
bernationem omnium Sociorum etc. as from his having 
fingulorum exceſſuum et delictorum reformationem et 
punitionem, it is neceſſary to obſerve to your Lordſhip, 
that the Statutes are made the rule of governing, as well 
as of puniſhing, as appears from the deſcription given in 
them of the office of Preſident; who, when choſen to 
ſupply the place of the Maſter during his abſence, is di- 
reed to govern ſecundum formam Statutorum. Stat, 


Cap. 16. 


WHATEVER the Statutes make it the Maſter's duty 
to do, he muſt unqueſtionably have the right and power 
of doing: but then on the other hand a right or power 
thus derived muſt be of the ſame nature and extent with

the duty, from which it is deduced: and therefore a powet 
of governing or puniſhing at difcretion can never ſpring 
from the duty to govern and puniſh according to a pre- 
ſeribed rule, or in the language of the Statutes ſecundum 
formam vel exigentiam Statutorum. If therefore the 
only place in the Statutes, where the office of Curator or 
Tutor is mentioned, is in the 32d Chapter, intitled, „de 
admiſſione Commenſalium five perindinantium, and 
there is nothing preſcribed or ſaid concerning him, ex- 
cept the manner of his appointment and the nature of 
his office; and it be alſo allowed that a Statute, which 
creates an office of ſo much importance to the welfare of 
the younger Students and of the College, muſt neceſſa- 
rily be ſuppoſed to intend, that the duties of it ſhall be 
well and regularly performed, it does not follow from its 
being the duty of the Maſter, to govern the College and 
puniſh the tranſgreſſors of its Statutes, in the particular 
manner they preſcribe, that; in the caſt of miſeonduct or 
accidental incapacity in the Tutor, it is the Maſter's duty 
to interfere, or that he has the power of interfering in any 
other manner, than by applying to the Viſitor for redreſs. 


Tus Maſter ſuppoſes me to contend, that the allow- 
ance of ſuch a power to him will be attended with great 
inconvenience ; and in anſwer to this ſuppoſed objection, 
| he obſerves, that all diſcretionary power is certainly liable 
to be abuſed ; and that a poſſible inconvenience, attending 
the exerciſe of any right, will not conclude againſt the 
exiſtence of the right itſelf. This is very true; but it is 
as true, that the particular inconvenience, ſtated by me 


in the Appeal, was not ſuch, as 3 atiſe * the acci-

dental abuſe of power in the Maſter's hands, but from 
the ſame power being given to the Preſident or other re- 
preſentative of the Maſter, who might be diſpoſed to 
think differently of the fitneſs or unfitnels of the fame 
perſon for the office of Tutor; and from the Tuition of 
the College being thereby rendered liable to be altered, as 
often as the Maſter either left or returned to College. 
Whether this inconvenience was likely to be greater or 
teſs, than that, which would neceſſarily ariſe from an 
office of fo much importance and refponſibility, as that 


_ of Tutor, being left without any controul whatſoever, -- 


1 was under no neceſſity of enquiring: for ia fact the 
latter inconvenience is merely imaginary, as it muſt be 
allowed by all, and as it hath already been allowed by 
me, that, if the Maſter has not the power in queſtion, 
the Tutor is accountable in the firſt inſtance to the Vi- 
fitor for his conduct in that, as well as in every other 
office, to which he may be appointed, the immediate 
centroul of which is not expreſsly given tothe Maſter or 


other perſons in the College. 


Tnus have I endeavoured to refute the arguments, 
brought by the Maſter in ſupport of the power he claims, 
in a manner, I hope, reſpectſul to him, and at the fame 
time ſatisfactory to your Lordſhip. On that ſuppoſition 


it is become unneceſſary for me, to examine the particu- 


lar reaſons, which induced him to exert the power, he 


ſuppoſes to belong to him, in removing me from the of- 
Kee of Tutor: as no reaſons whatever for the exerciſe 


of a power, if it be not previouſly poſſeſſed, are ſufficient. 


to confer it. But, had the Maſter fully eſtabliſhed his 


right

right to the power in queſtion, what connection is there 
between the power claimed, and the reaſons afſigned for 
the exerciſe of it. The power, claimed by the Mafter, 
is that of removing a Tutor. from his office, whenever 
the welfare of the college ſhall appear to him, to require 
ſuch removal, on account of wilful negligence, any groſs 
miſconduct, or an utter incapacity of diſcharging the 
duties of it. And the reaſons aſſigned for the removal of 
me from the office, are my diſbelief of many of the Ar- 
ticles and Doctrines of the Church; and objections to 
thoſe parts of its Liturgy, in which prayers are addreſſed 
to Jeſus Chriſt and the Trinity. The office of Tutor, 
as deſcribed by the Maſter agreeably to the Statute, is to 
take care of the perſons and morals of the younger Stu- 
dents, and to make ſuch payments on their account, as 
may occaſionally become due to the College. The di- 
rection of their faith gx, warſhip is not pretended to 
make a part of it ; that object is ſuppoſed to be ſufficiently 
ſecured by their daily attendance on diyine ſervice in the 
Chapel; and ſo far as ſuch attendance js inforced by the 
Statute, the College may undoubtedly be conſidered, as 


a Seminary deſigned for the education ofthe Manny of

I would now aſk, what proof not of wilful negligence 
or miſconduct, no charge of either being alledged, but 
what proof of incapacity for ſuch an office can ariſe from 
any opinions, however inconſiſtent they may be with 
ſome of thoſe, that make a part of the eſtabliſhed religion? 
Cannot the ſame love or deſire of learning and know- 
ledge be excited and encouraged in the minds of young 
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| Studs, the ſame care taken of their bus and mo- 


rals, the ſame leſſons of prudence, temperance, frugality, 
ſobriety, induſtry, ſubmiſſion to their ſuperiours, confor- 
mity with the Statutes of the College, of piety to God 


and benevolence towards men, be inculcated by a Uni- 


tarian as well as by a Trinitarian Chriſtian ; by him who 
believes God to be one perſon only, as by him who be- 
lieves God to be three perſons; by a diſciple of Arius or 
Socinus, as well as by a follower of Athanaſius; by one, 
who worſhips God and glories in Jeſus Chriſt, as his 


Saviour and Redeemer, as by him, who addreſſes the fame _ 
worſhip to both; or can a leſs regylar diſcharge of the
